Traditionally  the  Pot  Pourri  is  dedicated  to  indi- 
viduals who,  in  their  own  way,  have  made  An- 
dover  a  better  place.  However,  in  our  experience, 
the  most  significant  force  has  been  a  spirit  which 
has  excited  and  moved  an  entire  community. 

This  year  we  dedicate  the  1969  Pot  Pourri  to  an 
idea,  the  spirit  of  change  which  found  its  single 
clearest  expression  several  long  years  ago  in  the 
words  of  the  Steering  Committee.  It  is  the  idea  of 
self-examination  and  a  positive  view  of  change.  As 
the  Steering  Committee  concluded,  it  seems  that  a 
"willingness  to  innovate  experimentally  is  the  price 
of  survival  as  a  significant  force  in  a  rapidly  evolving 
culture."

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Certainly  re-examination  and  questioning  have 
molded  our  years  at  Andover.  Changes  have  been 
suggested;  many  have  been  acted  upon,  some  in 
spirit  and  regretably  some  only  on  paper.  Some  of 
us  leave  Andover  satisfied,  others  not;  all  would 
probably  agree  that  more  should  be  done.  Our  hope 
is  that  of  the  Steering  Committee,  that  "the  measures 
we  have  proposed  and  others  that  may  develop  from 
them  will  make  it  possible  for  young  people  to  grow 
toward  adulthood  with  an  increasing  sense  of 
participation  in  the  decisions  that  govern  their  lives" 
The  diverse  school  "where  boys  are  handled  by  men 
rather  than  systems"  providing  "a  well-integrated, 
broadly  educational  experience"  is  within  Andover's 
grasp. 

This  book  is  dedicated  to  that  change  and  to  the 
people,  both  students  and  faculty,  who  have  worked 
honestly  for  it.  This  book  is  particularly  for  Mr. 
Frederick  A.  Peterson  who  commanded  and  retains 
our  respect,  and  in  honor  of  the  retiring  directors  of 
the  Addison  Gallery  of  American  Art  and  the  Robert 
S.  Peabody  Foundation  for  Archaeology.

Backing 
up  the  forerunners,  Bruce  Davies  and  Captain 
Sam  Brainerd  placed  strongly,  giving  the  team 
the  necessary  points  for  a  good  season.  A 
hard  fought  fifth  in  the  Interschols  and  a  close 
loss  to  Exeter  rounded  out  a  season  marked  by 
tremendous  individual  performances  and 
strong  team  effort.

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The  1968  team  was  spirited,  hard-working, 
and  individually  talented.  Among  the  illustrious 
stars  were  Charlie  and  Per,  about  whom  Deke 
was  quoted  as  saying,  "Two  of  the  ugliest  and 
best  fullbacks  the  school  has  ever  seen".  Out- 
standing on  the  other  end  of  the  field  were  Cap- 
tain Johnny  and  Captain-elect  Elmer.  Indi- 
vidual talent  however  does  not  insure  team 
talent.  This  was  to  be  the  team's  greatest  prob- 
lem, for  it  led  to  inconsistancy. 

There  were  games  such  as  the  one  against 
Medford,  whom,  despite  their  cheerleaders,  the 
blue  clobbered  8-0.  And  there  was  the  Deer- 
field  game  in  which  Andover  spoiled  the 
Green's  formerly  perfect  record.  But  then  there 
was  Lexington,  "We  lost  to  a  high  School?". 

And  so  the  season  rolled  on.  The  Blue  gained 
a  few  delightful  victories  and  received  several 
painful  defeats  .  .  .  Finally  the  Exeter  game  ar- 
rived, the  game  which  decided  whether  the  sea- 
son was  up  or  down.  It  would  have  made  all 
the  difference.

The 
term  started  with  waiting  and  walking  and  never 
seemed  to  break  out  of  that  rut.  Definite  indefinite 
college  ratings  came  in  and  we  waited  some  more. 
Worried  and  cooped  up  by  the  school  and  the 
weather,  we  walked  some  more,  kicked  some  more, 
talked  some  more  and  tried  to  get  through  the  long 
cold  winter.

SQUASH 


When  this  year's  Squash  team  returned  to  the 
courts  this  November,  the  chances  of  an  excellent 
season  did  not  seem  very  good.  Only  two,  Captain 
Doug  Donahue  and  Hughie  Peck  had  any  former 
varsity  experience,  while  the  rest  had  to  be  taken 
from  last  year's  JV.

The  racketmen  did  beat  Choate,  St.  Pauls, 
Brooks,  Tabor  and  Exeter,  losing  only  to  Deer- 
field  and  Middlesex  in  Prep-school  play.  The 
scores  against  the  Harvard  Frosh  and  JV  look 
miserable,  but  Andover  was  the  only  team  to  win 
one  individual  match  from  the  Frosh  the  entire 
year.  The  victor — Captain  Donahue  while  Captain 
-elect  Norm  Selby  barely  lost  to  PA  '68  Rick 
Devereux  in  the  fifth  game,  18-17.

As  far  as  individual  performances  go,  an  in- 
formal poll  of  Coaches  Hoitsma  and  Hall  revealed, 
after  long  deliberation  that  when  Hughie  was  on 
time,  he  often  did  turn  in  the  big  performance — 
notably  against  the  Harvard  JV  and  St.  Pauls  and 
in  winning  the  Fagan  Cup.  Dave  Sedgwick — el 
numero  uno  for  most  of  the  season  also  won  some 


big  ones,  against  Choate  and  Exeter.  Bill  Jones, 
playing  with  mixed  emotions  against  the  Harvard 
teams  played  excellently  against  St.  Pauls,  Middle- 
sex and  Exeter.  With  these  highlights  the  team 
achieved  a  solid  7  and  7  record  including  the  four 
losses  to  the  Harvard  teams. 
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Basketball  had  a  bad  record,  winning 
only  three  games  all  year.  Plagued  by 
injuries  and  a  total  lack  of  height,  the 
results  were  not  surprising,  especially 
considering  the  large  number  of  college 
freshmen  teams  we  had  to  play. 

However,  despite  the  monotony  of 
defeat,  the  Blue  fans  were  consistently 
impressed  with  the  hustle  and  spirit  of 
this  team.  No  one  who  was  there  will 
forget  the  first  overtime  victory  over 
Deerfield.  With  15  seconds  remaining 
in  the  game  Bob  Carrington's  free 
throws  tied  it  up  at  79-79.  Captain  Fred 
Adair,  Peter  Fox  and  Dave  Knorr  were 
also  instrumental  in  the  victory  as  the 
Blue  combined  tight  defense  with  an 
exceptional  display  of  high-percentage 


shooting  from  the  floor  and  the  foul 
line.  Working  as  a  team,  Andover  was 
able  to  overcome  its  height  disadvantage. 

Again,  the  hot  shooting  of  Knorr, 
Carrington  and  Fox  and  the  aggresive 
defence  led  by  Adair  and  Shea  enabled 
the  Blue  to  triumph  in  their  matches 
against  Deerfield  at  Deerfield  and  Mt. 
Hermon.  Others  deserving  of  partic- 
ular mention  are  Crosby  Kemper  for 
a  number  of  fine  clutch  performances 
before  dropping  out,  Peter  Penniman 
who  if  not  injured  for  much  of  the 
season  might  have  made  a  great  deal  of 
difference  and  Al  Bralski  for  his  strong, 
thinking  game.

Though  some  faculty  members  may  not 
take  the  idea  seriously,  many  students  have 
become  profoundly  unhappy  at  Andover.  The 
school  does  not  exist  solely  to  make  students 
happy ;  but  the  situation  is  not  that  simple. 
We  are  convinced  that  the  students  are  un- 
happy not  because  the  school  does  not  serve 
their  every  desire,  but  because  it  is  largely 
mistaken  in  many  of  its  policies. 

From  the  time  a  boy  enters  Andover,  he 
feels  his  enthusiasm  for  education  gradu- 
ally destroyed.  A  very  large  number  of 
Andover  students  do  not  enjoy  their  studies; 
they  have  lost  a  large  part  of  their  desire 
to  learn.  It  is  the  school's  policy  of  require- 
ment that  creates  this  indifference  to  edu- 
cation. In  a  school  where  nearly  everything 
is  phrased,  not  in  terms  of  reason  or  of 
learning  but  in  terms  of  requirement,  the 
student  cannot  help  losing  sight  of  the  value 
of  those  things  which  are  required. 

We  stated  in  our  first  editorial  this  term, 
"The  Andover  Syndrome,"  that  we  do  not 
know  which  requirements  should  be  abolished 
and  which  should  not.  We  do  know  this  — 
there  are  far  too  many  altogether.

The  school  is  not  totally  at  fault  in  this. 
For  to  a  certain  extent,  we  are  living  in  an 
age  of  discontent.  Yet,  the  Andover  experi- 
ence is  at  times  so  oppressive  that  it  is  driving 
regrettably  large  numbers  of  students  away. 

,  Since  the  junior  year,  45  members  of 
the  class  of  1969  have  either  left  Andover 
or  have  placed  themselves  in  such  a  position 
that  they  were  forced  to  leave. 

Andover  has  long  described  itself  as  a 
place  where  a  student  must  either  "sink  or 
swim."  Thus,  it  has  been  explained,  a  student 
who  leaves  does  so  because  he  has  been  un- 
able to  stay  afloat.  Yet,  to  us,  this  explana- 
tion no  longer  seems  sufficient. 

Student  complaints  about  the  school  have 
been  called  near-sighted  and  immature.  Yet 
these  complaints,  at  bottom,  are  motiva- 
ted by  a  certainty:  that  there  is  something 
wrong  at  Andover.  Only  this  can  account  for 
what  has  happened  to  the  students.  Deeply 
depressed  after  four  long  years  of  monotony, 
no  longer  stimulated  by  their  education,  they 
are  merely  marking  time,  waiting  to  grad 
uate. 

In  this  kind  of  atmosphere,  there  can  be 
no  education.  We  plead  for  a  change. 


The  editorial  above  concludes  an  eight-part  series 
entitled  Comment  which  the  Phillipian  has  pre- 
sented this  term.  These  editorials  have  considered 
such  matters  as  "The  Andover  Syndrome,"  the  house- 
mastering  system,  the  athletic  program,  the  Coop, 
the  school's  unwillingness  to  change,  and  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  prepares  the  student  for  the  free 
dom  of  college.

Kicking  prematurely,  we  briefly  seized  a  building, 
negotiated  for  some  more  demands,  marched  against 
the  war  (except  Tansey),  saw  Ensor  leave,  timed 
beautifully  for  all  concerned,  and  were  set  free,  after 
prolonged  labor  pains,  to  the  music  of  Marat/Sade. 
We  figured  after  the  big  test  that  we  could  finally  end 
the  business  and  begin  the  real  living.  Venturing  out 
of  the  womb  to  see  the  world,  we  dreamed  trite 
dreams  and  ignored  the  school. 
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1969's  senior  year  was  the  year  of  the  dialogue. 
The  outward  purpose  of  the  dialogue  was  to  resolve 
such  issues  as  required  chapel,  smoking,  greater  co- 
ordination with  Abbot,  coats  and  ties.  While  the 
issues  got  resolved  one  way  or  another,  we  were 
often  left  feeling  dissatisfied,  as  I  mentioned  at  Com- 
mencement. 

The  difficulty,  I  think,  was  that  none  of  the  issues 
discussed  and  resolved  was  the  real  issue  between 
students  and  faculty.  The  subtler  purpose  of  the  dia- 
logue was  better  communication  so  there  would  be  a 
better  student-faculty  relationship.  In  this  effort, 
however,  it  often  seemed  as  though  there  was  more 
oratory  than  dialogue,  and  we  came  to  doubt  whether 
any  of  us  believed  the  other  or  the  other  believed  us. 
We  were  groping  for  a  more  comprehensive  kind  of 
honesty  in  our  relationships  and  we  found  it  hard  to 
achieve.  We  weren't  sure  that  what  one  said  was  a 


true  expression  of  how  he  felt.  Speech  did  not  reveal 
the  whole  of  the  speaker:  his  heart  as  well  as  his 
mind;  his  true  feelings  as  well  as  his  thoughts.  The 
result  was  sometimes  mistrust. 

We  also  found  that  not  everyone,  old  or  young, 
wants  to  betray  his  feelings — that  this  can  be  quite 
difficult,  even  painful.  We  learned  that  good  com- 
munication is  tough  to  achieve,  and  that  the  first  re- 
quirement is  an  effort  to  be  wholly  honest  with  our- 
selves. If  each  of  us  can  win  that  battle,  he  can  live 
with  his  feelings,  he'll  have  less  reason  to  try  to  con- 
ceal them  from  others,  and  it'll  be  that  much  simpler 
to  be  honest  with  others.  Then  will  come  that  happy 
sort  of  relationship  with  others  that  I  think  each  of 
you  has  sought.
